It is pretty hard for one person 
to “get his money back” when he 
has been cheated by a real gyp 
artist, but now I think we have a 
method where we can expose these 
people. 

ACCENT On Living (in fact 
any other magazine) can only pub- 
lish the actual names of companies 
after it has become a matter of 
public record. After the FTC has 
filed a complaint, it is then a mat-

they employ. With this information 
in our possession, serious consider- 
ation will be given to initiating 
formal investigation. If such in- 
vestigation results in complaint you 
will, of course, be at liberty to give 
it publicity.”

"| like your articles and the format, be- 
cause it is easy to handle for people like 
myself. You wanted to know why | think 
the Keogh bill HR 134 would be help- 
ful? It would help many new idle and 
relief-receiving, seriously handicapped 
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people to make an effort and go out 
and work. You know very well how terri- 
bly underpaid we are. You have your own 
business, that is different. But consider 
typists, sewing, weaving, homebound 
workers, Goodwill Industry employees. 7 
years ago they offered $0.50 per hour. 
From this they take out taxes. This is 
the only bill which would give tax relief. 
There are other bills that would help 
people who are unable to work, in spite 
of their best intention, then the spouse 
would get a tax cut of $600. Take a case 
like mine. | am married, am wheelchair 
bound, cannot do my household, my 
husband works, cooks in the evening, 
helps dress me, etc., keeps a woman 
who cleans up weekly and can only claim 
me as a dependent as if | could take 
care of the household. Why? The blind 
even if they work can claim the extra 
$600. It is easy to determine who is blind 
and hard to say who is enough of a crip- 
ple to be entitled to get this tax cut, that 
is why AMA, though sympathetic, will 
not endorse our bill. In my opinion, some 
parents would push their handicapped 
children a little harder if they knew 
they could get an extra tax cut, because 
now the case often is that the paycheck 
is less than the relief check, can you 
blame the majority for rather staying on 
public welfare rolls instead of working?"

Want to Start 






Your Own Business? 


Your chances for success will be much greater if you follow the steps 


outlined in this special article. 


H"™ operated businesses by the 
physically handicapped has al- 
ways been a subject of great inter- 
est to the editor of ACCENT On 
Living magazine. There are many 
different types of successful small 
businesses. Successful because there 
is always a need for a special serv- 
ice, a different or better way of do- 
ing something, and for new prod- 
ucts, new designs or better ways of 
meeting the needs and demands of 
the people all around us who buy. 
However, everybody is not quali- 
fied to operate their own small 
business. You should be a hardy 
person and like to work for your- 
self, you have to like people and be 
willing to do things—to serve, in 
the full sense of the word. You 
must “go after business” by being 
aggressive without being antago- 
nistic, and you must be ambitious. 


Seven Basic Rules 


1, Analyze yourself—what is your 
education, do you have any special 
training, what are your hobbies and 
what are your physical abilities 
(strength, range of motion, ability 
to move, etc.). 


2. Get information—(see list at 
end of article.), get as much as you 
can pertaining to your special in- 


terests and everything that contains 
some information on starting a 
small business. Types of informa- 
tion are: licensing laws, opportuni- 
ties, location, financing, organiza- 
tion, accounting and bookkeeping, 
taxation, advertising, trade associa- 
tions, selling by mail, ete. 


3. Make a decision—as to what 
business you want to go into based 
on all the information you will then 
have at your command. 


4. Get organized—get everything 
you need to do business and start 
slowly but steadily with your em- 
phasis always on quality and serv- 
ice. 


5. Look like you are in business— 
keep your shop or office clean and 
neat—everything in its place. Have 
business stationery printed at a 
good local printer. 


6. Work hard—follow the things 
you learned in step 2 above. 





7. Keep alert—always to new ideas 
for your business.

"ppt the biggest obstacle to 
recuperation a Polio must face, 
is that of the hospital visitor. 
Friend or relative, they all possess 
an overabundance of unenlightened 
ideas on how to effect a rapid re- 
covery. 

The type that visited us most 
frequently was the kindly, old lady 
who smilingly reassured us that all 
we needed was faith to walk again. 
Of course we didn’t mention that 
muscles might be helpful, but mere- 
ly grinned and wiggled our big 
toes to show her we were trying. 

Then there were the dangerous 
kind, capable of injuring both 
themselves and the patient. Chief 
among these was the college Pre- 
Med student anxious to explore 
atrophied abdomens, but who quite 
frequently lost several fingernails 
in attempting to extract his hand 
from our girdles. 

Equally as dangerous was the 
person who tried out each new 
prosthetic device we acquired, and 
usually left us the fragments to 
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piece together. One such enthusiast 
insisted on wearing his girl friend’s 
leg braces, which were only four 
sizes too small. However, he man- 
aged to squeeze them on to his legs, 
with smiling approval. 

But seconds later when his face 
turned blue, and his legs became 
numb, he gasped for us to take 
them off. Since the brace was quite 
expensive our first thought was to 
remove the leg, but the pleadings 
of his girl friend prevailed, and 
we called a plumber. 

In my case I was besieged by a 
brother-in-law fresh from Marine 
Corps Training Camp, who prom- 
ised to regenerate my muscles with 
a brisk massage. Against my prot- 
estations he began to mutilate my 
last remaining adductor, until my 
Therapist passing by outside, heard 
my distress calls and rushed in to 
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my room. Whereupon my wife’s 
favorite brother leaped through an 
adjoining window, thus saving 
himself from donating an adductor 
muscle, 

Characteristically, visitors are 
guilty of at least two things: fail- 
ure to read visiting hour schedules, 
and planning surprise parties 
wherein each member of the office 
force spends six and one _ half 
minutes apiece with the patient, 
asking the same question. 

To combat this, the Polio must 
devise certain patterns of response, 
to protect his vested interests in 
sanity. Communication is the most 
fruitless way of disposing with 
unwanted guests, because they usu- 
ally ignore the “Do Not Disturb” 
signs, and smile sheepishly when 
you say “certainly I don’t mind 
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you interrupting my nap, if I sleep 
all day I’ll miss those four hours 
I get at night.” 

Subterfuge is unethical, but 
highly useful when friends drop 
in for dinner. This involves “treat- 
ing” your guests to a beverage or 
food containing a sleeping pill. 
When he begins to feel drowsy 
then call for an orderly to throw 
him out as being drunk, A varia- 
tion of this theme is to plan your 
need for a bed pan during visiting 
hours, and then remain seated be- 
hind closed curtains for the rest 
of the performance. 

But the best and most pleasant 
way to handle visitors I discovered, 
was to ask them this question— 
which never received an affirm- 
ative reply—“Have YOU had 
your Polio shot?”

"If | have a philosophy it is that you 
should put everything into life that you 
can and get as much out of it as you can. 
| think whether you are handicapped or 
not you should live with enthusiasm and 
with enjoyment of the everyday events of 
life. While | doubt that anyone would 
choose to be disabled, they do have a 
choice as to how they will react toward 
a disability. They can either succumb to 
it or regard it as a challenge and try to 
rise above it. There is so much left in 
life that even a severely handiczpped 
person can enjoy that if he wil! cor- 
centrate on the positive he witli still make 
a pretty good life for himself." 


M” 7, 1959, Dr. Anne H. Carl- 
sen, Ph. D., of Jamestown, 
North Dakota, received the highest 
and most distinguished award a 
handicapped person can receive. 
The “Handicapped American of the 
Year” award is presented annually 
by the President’s Committee on 
Employment of the Physically 
Handicapped in the name of the 
President of the United States. 
Dr. Carlsen is superintendent of 
the Crippled Children’s School in 
Jamestown. The main purpose of 
her school is to serve those persons 
who, because of a physical handi- 
cap, are unable to attend a normal 
school. They offer courses for com- 
pletion of a stenographic, or junior 
accounting course, and have just 
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Dr. Anne H. Carlsen, Ph.D., is superin- 
tendent of the Crippled Children's 
School in Jamestown, North Dakota. She 
has developed an international reputa- 
tion for her amazing accomplishments. 


added departments of industrial 
arts, vocational evaluation and 
home economics. The last includes 
a complete course in homemaking 
under many physical limitations. 
Dr. Carlsen’s life story is an in- 
spiration to all. She was born in 
Grantsburg, Wisconsin with only 
stubs of arms that ended above the 
elbow. One leg ended above the 
knee and the other was malformed, 
terminating in a club foot. At 4, her 
mother died. Her father, Alfred 
Carlsen, and a 13 year old sister 
gave encouragement to Anne and 
soon she was playing games with 
the rest of the children and even 
managed to participate in an 
amended version of baseball with 
the assistance of a coaster wagon. 
Hers was a long uphill struggle, in- 
cluding a long siege in a hospital to 
straighten contractures. This done, 
she was fitted with artificial legs 
and soon learned to use crutches. 


“My advice to a seriously handicapped 
person who is trying to find a vocation— 
analyze your assets and liabilities, prob- 
ably with the help of a counselor, and 
then concentrate on your strong points. 
lf you are to compete with the non- 
handicapped you will have to have just 
as much to offer in any field you want to 
enter. You will probably need more train- 
ing than the average and therefore 
should anticipate working harder than the 
the non-handicapped. You are never like- 
ly to get placed just because you are 
handicapped, but in spite of it." 
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She has amazing dexterity with the 
stumps of her arms and can write a 
beautiful hand. Her most recent 
accomplishment was to qualify as 
the driver of an automobile. 

We asked Dr. Carlsen why she 
decided to choose teaching as a 
career. She answered, “My decision 
to become a teacher was made when 
I was a child. Probably I was in- 
fluenced by having two brothers 
and a sister who were teachers and 
also by having several teachers |

liked. Furthermore, I didn’t see 
where my disability would be too 
great a handicap. I was turned 
away from that goal when I trans- 
ferred to the University of Minne- 
sota in my junior year. This was 
done during the depression when 
teachers were a dime a dozen and I 
was advised, that because of my 
handicap, I would not be likely to 
get a job. So, instead I turned to 
writing, with the idea of working 
in a publishing company. When I 
didn’t get a job after graduation, I 
returned to take two quarters of 
journalism and in the following 
year wrote some stories and articles 
that were promptly rejected. I also 
did some ghost writing for college 
students. 

“Then, through the president of 
the junior college I attended, I was 
offered a teaching position at a 
crippled children’s school in Fargo. 
Without the education

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credits, I took the job anyway and 
became qualified later. Since then 
I have been in the field of educa- 
tion.” She went on to explain the 
extra satisfaction of her job as 
superintendent. “Working with 
young people gives one the satis- 
faction of seeing growth and devel- 
opment. This would be the same, | 
think, whether the youngster is 
handicapped or not. But with our 
students you have the added satis- 
faction of seeing many of them 
overcome the physical disability, 
and seeing them make a satisfac- 
tory place for themselves when they 
leave the school.” 

In Dr. Carlsen’s opinion, the 
fields of education and rehabilita- 
tion are not particularly open to 
the handicapped as yet, because 
there is still a good deal of preju- 
dice against hiring them. 

Since taking over the reins at the 
Crippled Children’s School in 1950, 
many severely impaired students 
have graduated, thoroughly trained 
for social independence. One of Dr. 
Carlsen’s prize pupils, a victim of 
cerebral palsy, is now a research 
physicist with the Federal govern- 
ment. Dr. Carlsen’s reputation has 
attracted physically handicapped 
students from as far away as Puer- 
to Rico, Canada and Alaska. 

Dr. Carlsen, in the opinion of the 
editor of ACCENT On Living, is 
certainly the most deserving person 
to win the President’s Trophy for 
the last several years. 

As to what the future holds, she 
has this to say, “TI will lift up mine 
eyes unto the hills from whence 
cometh my help”.

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New Type Bed Helps Patient 









Introduced about a year ago, Dr. Homer Stryker invented this bed which is 100 
pounds lighter than the conventional hospital bed and requires less floor space. 
Mounted on casters, it can be wheeled easily by one nurse and will go through an 
ordinary door (34"' wide). Many non-ambulatory patients can turn themselves to a 
standing position for short periods during the day and to the sitting position to 
watch TY. The frequent changing of posture and inclination, turning, standing and 
early ambulation lessen the incidence of thrombophlebitis, urinary calculi, hypostatic 
pneumonia, and decubital ulcers. These pictures show in sequence, one thru ten, 
a patient getting into his wheelchair by himself. 





Translifter 


Made from a modified tail gate loader 
and installed in a Volkswagon Micro-Bus 
this device solves the transportation 
problem for a Maryland family. The 
Volkswagon was chosen for two reasons, 
1—headroom, and 2—wide, side opening 
doors. A tail gate loader was modified 
by extending the platform to accommo- 
date a wheelchair and by adding a pair 
of axles with wheels on each end that 
were contained in a track on each side 
of the platform. The loader provided the 
elevating and lowering mechanism, but 
the whole platform had to be pushed into 
and pulled out of the vehicle. The "trans" 
was then added to the lifter by adding 
power to the in and out motion through 
use of an electric motor, a gear reducer, 
and the necessary gears. The result has 
been a revelation and a blessing, as their 
boy can now go anyplace he wants to 
go, and he can be handled easily and 
quickly by one person, and the solution

appears to be lasting. The translifter cost 
slightly in excess of $1,000; however, Mr. 
Collins, the inventor, feels the cost could 
be reduced now that the model has been 
successfully completed by redesigning a 
few of the parts and producing the lifter 
in small volume. Those interested in a 
duplication of this device are invited to 
write to Mr. Collins, c/o ACCENT On 
Living.
